U.S. exports 
are up 17.5% through the first eight months of this year and are on 
target to surpass $19 billion in 2010, which would be an all-time 
high. (In 2009, U.S. exports to India were $16.4 billion.) Advanced 
technologies, including aerospace, specialized materials, information 
and communications technologies, electronics, and flexible 
manufacturing systems underpinned this growth.
